Globe and: Telegraph-Journal, the first’ actual interview with 
the fliers to reach the.outside world., 


Mushed to Island to Offer Aid. 


While newspapers and news organizations of the world 
were spending every effort and sparing no expense in an at- 
tempt to get the news, Miss Ferris, with others of the mission 
hospital, had mushed by dog-team to Greenely Island to offer 
assistance in the event that the fliers had been injured, and 
had seized the opportunity to send the essential news to the 
world,; Thus, unconsciously, she added her name to the list 
of the courageous who will be remembered when the history- 
making flight of the Bremen is retold, 

Her message, sent. by wireless and telephone, was told with 
laconic brevity. It follows: 

“Bremen 36 hours Dublin to Greenely Island. Fog most 
of way. Arrived noon, Friday, April 18. Mistook lighthouse 
for steamer frozen in ice. Log bearings and compass inaccu- 
rate. Plane broke through ice. Injured axle, bent propeller 
Still in same position. 
boards. 

“Baron cold and exhausted. Feared that they would never 
reach land. Ready to shoot companions if worst came to worst. 

“Baron came at once to lighthouse, where given dry foot- 
wear. Refused to eat until his companions left plane first. 
First meal was biscuits and fresh milk. Baron feels the cold 
and anxious to reach New York. _ 

“Fitzmaurice says Labrador is not Ireland—is warmer 
there. Koehl does not complain; all very modest. Most thank- 
ful to have accomplished such a feat. 


Fliers Quartered in Lighthouse. 


“First words of all on arriving, in different languages, 
were, ‘Thank God.’ Spent first night at the lighthouse with 
keeper and family. Still there. Koeh! celebrated his fortieth 
birthday on April 15. ’

Fitzmaurice Expected at Murray Bay Today.

MURRAY BAY, Quebec, April 17.—Major James Fitz- 
maurice, relief pilot of the German transatlantic airplane Bre- 
men, was reported tonight to have landed at Seven Islands, near 
Clarke City, half way between here and Natashquan, from 
which point he took off this afternoon after being delayed by 
bad weather. 

News of the Irish air chief’s further: progress was given 
out by Robert Cannon, a director of the Canadian Trans-Con- 
tinental: Airways, upon the arrival here of Miss Herta Junkers, 
daughter of the manufacturer of the Bremen, 

Miss Junkers came by train from Montreal, hoping Major 
Fitzmaurice would. have reached Murray Bay before her. She 
will await him here. 


News Indefinite as to Germans. 


Less definite news came, concerning Baron von Huenefeld 
and Captain Hermann Koehl, the other members of the Bre- 
men’s crew, who.remain with their isolated and icebound mono- 
plane on Greenely Island. 

One report, however, was that the German filers hoped to 
ship the Bremen on the Canadian icebreaker Montcalm to Hali- 
fax, there to repair her or thence to fly on to New York on the 
sister. Junkers morioplane that Miss Junkers and Fred Melchior 
flew to Montreal. 

Last word as to the Montcalm is that it has been recalled

Junkers Plane Left at — 


Leaving Melchior and: her brother, Erhardt Junkers, in 
charge of the Bremeén’s sister plane, she took train at 9:15 
o’clock, reaching Quebec at 2 P. M. There Wilfred Edge, Sec- 
retary of the Canadian Airways, met her and, telephoning to 
the flying field here, learned that bad weather was holding 
up Fitzmaurice and: Schiller. 

“It will be late before they leave,” Mr. Edge told her. “Too 
late to reach Quebec. The best we can hope is that they reach 
La Malbaie late this afternoon, and you can reach there by 
train almost as soon as they can arrive.” 

Even then there was little time to be lost, as the train. was 
already made up, and Miss Junkers decided to take it. 

Failed to Hear From Baron, 

“I have decided to go,” Miss Junkers said, “because it ‘is 
most important I should talk with Major Fitzmaurice. We do 
not yet know to what extent the Bremen has been damaged. 

“We radioed to Baron von Huenefeld repeatedly for de- 
tails so that we could supply the spare parts needed, but no re- 
plies came from him. I-rather think our telegrams never were 
delivered, and that is why Major Fitzmaurice was sent out. 

“I am afraid if they can get any tools at all they may try 
te weld the duralumin where it is broken. But that cannot 


‘ibe done. They should not try it. We have a whole undercar- 


riage complete for them, and if necessary we can supply other 
needed parts from my airplane.” 


Country Bad for Flying. 


Although Murray Bay is. only eighty-five miles. distant 
east of Quebec, the train took’ four hours, stopping at every 
little station on the way. From her seat, Miss Junkers viewed 
rugged country where snow lay smooth upon the open fields 
and hugged the sheltered indentations of the hills. Spruce and 
balsam grew in abundance, leaving little hope for a safe land- 
ing for any airplane... - 

Miss Junkers examined the country closely, with the idea 
that it may be nécessary yet to fly her plarie here. 

Reaching Murray Bay at last, she learned from Mr. Can- 
non that Schiller and Fitamaurice had left Natashquan too late 
to reach her by nightfall and were staying over at Seven islands, 
150 miles away. 

Tonight her plans. were still indefinite. Weather indica- 
tions for tomorrow are favorable, and when she retired for the 
night in the special car placed at the disposal of herself and a 
small group of newspaper men it was with the intention of aris- 
ing early and going thirteen miles by sleigh to the Trans-Con- 
tinental Airways Field at Lake St. Agnes. 

She hopes that Schiller and Fitzmaurice, whose plane is 
equipped with skis, can take back to Greenely Island such parts 
as are needed to put the Bremen in service to fly again. 

As to a rumor repeated here tonight from Montreal that 
Fitzmaurice will fly back to Greenely Island with new parts 
for the Bremen, no parts have reached here yet and no decision 
will be made until Fitzmaurice arrives here tomorrow. 





Fitzmaurice Flies After Storm.

MURRAY BAY, Quebec, April 17.—Natashquan to Seven 
Islands is only a three-hour flight under normal circumstances, 
but Winter still grips the north shore of the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, and Major James Fitzmaurice and his pilot, “Duke” 
Schiller, faced the prospect of flying in a howling blizzard and 
with thick snow this morning when they were about to hop 
off for Seven Islands, 

“Gale and snow here,” wirelessed Schiller from Natash- 
quan. “Will try for Seven Islands after lunch.” 

The message came through’ Clarke City and reached the 
Dominion signal station at Quebec at 3:80 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

Just as suddenly as the Arctic blast had come over the 
aviators it disappeared, tearing southward, leaving sun and 
blue sky. 

The transatlantic Irish flying ace reached Seven Islands 
in good time. Schiller had to refuel his Fairchild plane, and it 
was decided to remain there for the night. 

Throng Waits at Flying Field. 

Telephone communication reaches as far as Betsimites, 
many miles to the west of Seven Islands. The aviators could 
not be reached, but Schiller tapped out the announcement that 
he would pilot Major Fitzmaurice to Lake St. Agnes, the flying 
field twelve miles from here, tomorrow morning.

Fitzmaurice Reaches Seven Islands.

SEVEN ISLANDS; Quebec; April 17.—Major James Fitz- 
maurice and Duke Schiller landed here this afternoon after 
flying from Natashquan. Fitzmaurice showed the effects of 
his experiences during the past six days, looking drawn and 
haggard,.while-his unshaven face accentuated his unkempt ap- 
pearance. 

He had a bath and shave tonight at Clarke City, where he 
is the guest of P. L. Collier, manager there for Clarke Brothers 
of Quebec, lumber and pulp operators and steamship owners. 

Fitzmaurice was. uncommunicative as to his flight, while. 
Schiller was also chary of talking, as he is reserving his ma- 
terial for newspapers in whose interests he made his flight to 
Greenely Island. 

Major Fitzmaurice said that the Bremen, after flying for 
twenty-one hours, lost its direction after passing through fog 
and a storm in the vicinity of Cape Ray, Newfoundland, and 
when it landed it was 500 miles out of its course. When the 
fliers sighted Greenely Island they had but two hours’ supply 
of gas in their tanks. 

Fitzmaurice and Schiller flew across to Clarke City, seven 
miles from Seven Islands, to spend the night. 


The Montcaim Is Called Back.

SYDNEY, N. S. April 17—The Canadian Government 
steamer Montcalm has been recalled from its attempted voyage 
to Greenely Island to take off the marooned crew of the Junkers 
plane Bremen. The Montcalm was last reported within a few 
miles of the island, but making slow progress owing to dense 
ice fields, 

Ottawa advices said the Montcalm would return to its 
patrol of Caput Sound. These advices quoted officials of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries as explaining that the suc- 
cess of airplanes in flying to Greenely Island had made it un- 
necessary to send the Montcalm there at the present time.

M. Sato caused a noticeable stir as 
he went on to describe what he 
called Japan’s gallant and cour- 
ageous fight against the evil of 
opium and habit-forming drugs gen- 
erally, which were introduced, he 
said, in Japan after Perry broke 
Japan’s isolation. 

If his country had not successfully 
resisted this and other attempts to 


force foreign products and customs}. 


upon the Japanese people, Sato 
asserted, he would not be at Geneva 
today, for Japan now would be a 
colony of some other power. 


He announced that Japan’would re-. 


fuse to limit the production and ex- 
portation of narcotics until the other 
nations did the same.

MEXICO CITY, April 17.—The 
earthquake which hit this city last 
night about 9:30 lasted six minutes, 
but the disturbance was slight 


throughout its duration. Residents 
of the capital, except those in thea- 
tres, movin picture shows and 
other — ente nments, were not 
alarmed in comparison with the ef- 
fects produced by the shock of 
March 21, which was far more se- 
vere here.

Gene Tunney will defend his world’s 
heavyweight championship’ against 
Tomy Heeney, New: Zealand fighter, 
in New York this Summer, it was 
announced definitely yesterday by 
Promoter Tex Rickard, upon his re- 
turn from Miami, where he spent his 
vacation. 


While no official announcement 
was mad as to the time and the 
arena, it can be stated. authoritative- 
ly that the bout, which will be of 
fifteen rounds, will be fought in the 
Yankee Stadium on the. night of 
July 26. A statement on the com- 
plete details for the battle probably 
will be announced next week. 

Rickard also seemed optimistic 
about the drawing powers of the bat- 
tle, for he said that he expected the 
fo receipts to total around $1,500,- 

, which would be sufficient to 
make it profitable for frighters and 
promoter. 

The selection of New York as the 
scene of the proposed battle was the 
first official declaration on this point 
to come from Rickard, even —— 
it was not altogether unexpected. At 
the same time it cast into the discard 
whatever chances existed of the 
Tunney-Heenev battle going to Eng- 
land. And, if: this did not suffice, 
Rickard definitely put an end to pos- 
—5** of a foreign invasion by him- 
self when he asserted that the amuse- 
ment and income tax abroad and the 
income tax here made such a vast 
enterprise on foreign soil decidedly 
impracticable. 


duly Fight a Compromise. 
That the decision to have Tunney 


fight in July was a compromise also 


was revealed by Rickard in his ex- 
planation of the development which 
came at Miami soon after the hurried 
trip there of Charles J. Harvey, man- 
ager of Heeney. 

‘“‘Tunney’s desire to fight in. June 
precteseated the development at 

iami, which amounted to a compro- 
mise,” said Rickard. ‘‘The decision 
of Jack Dempsey to retire, an action 
in which I am firmly convinced 
Dempsey is sincere, also contributed. 
Tunney insisted on fighting Dempsey 
in June and having a second bout in 
September, but when Dempsey’s with- 
drawal eliminated him there was 
room for only one fight. I wanted 
the battle in September, intending to 
match Heeney and Johnny Risko in 
a final elimination bout. mney in- 
sisted on June without further elim- 
inations, and we finally compromised 
on July. 

‘“‘When you figuré it out, the best 
solution to the problem was accepted. 
If Heeney and Risko had fought 
there was ‘the ‘possibility of a draw 
or an unsatisfactory bout, and then 
there would be no one with whom to 
match Tunney. The logical thing to 
do would be to bag one challenger 
while two were available, and we 
did. That Tunney had anything to 
do with the selection of an opponent 
is a false idea. The contract between 
us gives me exclusively the right to 
name the opponent, the place and 
ee date, and I exercised this privi- 
ege. 


Definite About New York. 


“The fight will be held in New 
York. That is unless something un- 


foreseen develops which compels a 
change in my plans, Whether it will 
be at the Yankee Stadium or the 
Polo Grounds I am not yet prepared 
to state. Nor am I ready yet to an- 
nounce a definite date.

Formal. action yesterday by the 
Democratic State Committee pro- 
posing Governor SmiTH for the 
Presidency was in some ways a 
routine performance. It surprised 
no one, It did not in the least change 
the political “situation. Yet there 
were a certain weight and_signifi- 
cance in it’ which differentiate this 
endorsement from the ordinary put- 
ting forward of a State’s Favorite 
Son. New York Democrats have 
not tried to rush the National Con- 
vention. They have waited until the 
evidence was conclusive that Gov- 
ernor SMITH is much more than .a 
local candidate. Support has come 
to him from all sections of the 
country—even from the South. He 
may now truly be called a national 
candidate. New York is offering a 
man whom many other States have 
shown themselves eager to accept. 

Proponents of the Governor for 
the Democratic nomination rightly 
emphasize his record in New York. 
In that, including the measures he 
has advocated at Albany, lies his 
sufficient declaration of principles, 
at least until after the Houston Con- 
vention. Those who have been clam- 
oring for an elaborate statement 
from him of his views on national 
questions are not among his sound- 
est advisers. Nor were they who 
urged him to go in person to the 
Democratic National Convention. 
That counsel the Governor has defi- 
nitely rejected. It was one thing 
for him to go to a State convention, 
as he did notably to the one at Syra- 
cuse for the purpose of opposing 
and defeating W. R. HEARST, but a 
very different thing ‘to mingle with 
delegates and establish a personal 
headquarters in the city where a 
President of the United. States is to 
be nominated. It is agreeable to 
know that Governor SMITH has a 
fitting sense of the dignity of the 
office to which heaspires; as also 
of the position which he has already 
come to occupy as the leading can- 
didate for it. 

Governor SmiTH has an admitted; 
almost unprecedented, hold’ upon. the 
plain people of this country. Work- 
ing men of all kinds, undergraduates 
in the colleges,-toilers up and down 
the land, vast numbers_in. what. we 
call the middle classes, mothers and 
fathers anxious about their children 
and their homes, all seem to find 
something wondrous kind in ALFRED 
E. SmiTrH. He wins them by his 
frank and cordial manner, by, his 
understanding sympathy, and by his 
repeated efforts to do something in 
their aid. All this is an immense 
political asset for him. But he and 
his friends ought not to forget that 
even the lowest ranks of a democ- 
‘racy desire to have something in 
their President, and in their Presi- 
dential candidate, which they can 
look up to with reverence. They do 
not like to have a man seeking their 
votes belittle himself or render him-

The 1928 schedule 
has now been increased to $41,445,- 
000 and carries with it the promise, 
or at any rate the expectation, that 
before 1929 is over all the children 
will at last be provided for. But 
If 
the population stayed subject only 
to normal accretions in every block 
of this vast community, the need 
could easily be anticipated and would 
be promptly met.

It is to be presumed that the 
Board of Education is constantly on 
the watch to note the trends of 
population, but even so the building 
program progresses with a hundred 
hindrances.’ Regulations are intend- 
ed to protect against dishonesty and 
graft and to insure efficiency in 
workmanship and soundness of ma- 
terial. _But the selection of a site 
and its purchase, the preparation of 
plans and the securing of bids, and 
finally the construction and equip- 
ment of the building, make it impos- 
sible for the provision to follow 
close upon the heels of the need. 
Endeavor has been made of. late to 
speed up the work, but even so it 
“moves slow” as “when Ajax 
“ strives some rock’s vast weight to 
“throw.”

MR. CONNOLLY’S SUCCESSOR. 


Election of a successor to Mr. 
CONNOLLY as President of the Bor- 
ough of Queens appears to have 
precipitated a controversy within 
the ranks of the Democratic Party. 
The local leaders of the borough had 
picked BERNARD M. PATTEN, at pres- 
ent Commissioner of Markets. Judg- 
ing from the enthusiasm displayed 
at the meeting of the County Com- 
mitteemen, the choice is popular 
among the Queens politicians. But 
it is just as evidently not so popular 
across the river. Mayor WALKER 
would hardly have-taken the respon- 
sibility of insisting on a postpone- 


Aldermen had he not felt that much 
was at stake, and that there were 
weighty reasons why . they should 
not act hastily. 

Mr. PATTEN has been in public life 
for more than. twenty years. He 
served in the State Senate, in the 
days when Mayor WALKER was win- 
ning his legislative spurs. After that 
he was Secretary of the Park De- 
partment in Queens for some years, 
and: then Deputy State Controller. 
He was Borough Secretary under 
CONNOLLY at the time Mayor WALK- 
ER, on CONNOLLY’s recommendation, 
appointed him to his present ,posi- 
tion ‘as lord of the pushcarts. Back 
in.1922, when Governor SMITH ‘had 
his fight with HearsT at the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, it was Pat- 
TEN who led the Hearst forces. .The 
Governor never held that against 
‘him, however, and: made ‘no. objec- 
tion when he was talked of for a 
place in the Walker Administration. 

All these years Mr, PATTEN has 
been thoroughly identified with the 
Queens organization. That accounts 
for both his strength and his. weak- 
ness today. For the undisputed 
boss of that machine was CONNOLLY, | the 
and he stands in the shadow.

Senator 
GILLETT accepted propulsion from 
the Speaker’s dais to a seat in the 
Chamber: ‘across ‘the Rotunda, and 
OSCAR UNDERWOOD of Alabama re- 
signed the majority leadership of 
the House to go to the Senate. 
There are other examples, None of 
these appeals to Mr.—or Mrs.— 
LONGWORTH. 

The Speaker can probably retain 
the gavel, whenever the House is 
Republican, so long as he is a mem- 
ber. If the Republicans lose con- 
trol, he can be minority leader—a 
place of importance greater than any 
legislative office except Speaker. 
Being a wet, he would perhaps have 
hard sledding in a State-wide Ohio 
race, but his own Cincinnati district 
is of the other persuasion, and he is 
very popular there. While the nomi- 
nation. of Governor SMITH by the 
Democrats might unmoor the dis- 
trict from its Republicanism, if any 
one can hold it Speaker LONGWORTH 
is that man. Cincinnati, moreover, 
does not often succeed in electing 
any of its citizens to Governorships 
or Senatorships in Ohio—the last 
one remembered having been JUDSON 
HARMON. But he was a Democrat. 
That Cincinnati Republicans fare ill 
in the State is mentioned in the dis- 
patch, and several conjectures are 
made. Probably the true one is that, 
under GEorGE B. Cox and RUDOLPH 
HYNICKA, the Cincinnati organiza- 
tion took on in the State a sort 
of Croker’s Tammany complexion. 
Rural feeling was greatly aroused, 
and the prejudice lingers long after 
the death of Cox and of HYNICKA. 

Mr. LONGWORTH Is a pleasing and 
effective figure inthe House, and 
the country would probably be glad 
to have him stay there. As Senator 
he would seem less glamorous, 


MINORITIES IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


Misapprehensions concerning the 

attitude of the State Department to- 
ward the treatment of European 
minorities by their own Govern- 
ments are cleared away in a state- 
ment by Secretary KELLOGG. Not 
only is.our concern in such cases 
affirmed, but Mr, KELLOGG .declares 
that within the diplomatic rights 
and proprieties our moral protest 
has been registered. The specific 
issue involved is the ill-treatment 
visited upon the Jews and other 
minority elements in Rumania. The 
misunderstanding now removed by 
Secretary KSLLOGG’s statement was 
created by the inability of some one 
in the State Department to refrain 
from scoring a debating point. When 
the question of Rumania was re- 
cently brought up at Washington 
the comment was’ forthcoming that 
some of those concerned for the 
wrongs of a foreign minority in a 
foreign land had not displayed the 
same anxiety over the wrongs of an 
American minority abroad: the ref- 
erence was to Nicaragua. The re- 
joinder might have been in place on 
the floor of Congress or in public 
meeting. Coming from the source 
it did, it was'ndt of the happiest in- 
spiration.

Twenty 
years ago ELIHU Roor as Secretary 
of State took open cognizance of the 
treatment of the Jews in Czarist 
Russia. .We deferred renewal of a 
trade treaty with Russia as a protest 
against ‘such practices. In the case 
of Rumania today the United States 
may be said to occupy a moral 
ground. even more. solid than the 
ordinary considerations that enter 
into such protests. ‘To the extent 
that this country contributed to the 
victory of the Allies in the war, it 
has contributed to the. present en- 
hanced position of Rumania. When 
the collapse of the Central Empires 
came Rumania was overrun by their 
troops. ‘Without. an allied victory 
there certainly would not have) been 
a Greater Rumania and there might 
have been no Rumania at all. 

Our efforts in behalf of fair treat- 
ment for Huropean minorities -can- 
not, be so. direct as those that lie 
open to members of the League of 
Nations, The rights of minorities 
-are embodied in the treaties 
‘and stand tinder the’ protection of

SAVING YOSEMITE, T 

If groves of giant trees within the 
boundaries of Yosemite National 
Park \yet owned by lumber “ inter) . 
ests” are to endure in their glory, 
there must be such leadership in the 
cause of conservation ‘as ‘the Sierra 
Club of.California offers... Its inspi- 
ration is the memory of JOHN Mum. 
He once said: “ The fate of the rem- 
“nant of our forests is in the hands 
“of the Federal. Government.”.. He 
pointed: out that “it took more than 
“3,000 -years to make: some of the 
“trees in these Western woods.” 
But the saf’ and axe make short 
work of them when the lumber com- 
pany gives the word, While the 
Federal Government creates,» or 
rather authorizes, a national park, 
Congress is averse to voting appro- 
priations to purchase forest land. 
Mr. STEPHEN T. MATHER, Director of 
the National Park Service, has made 
this clear: 


The only appropriation so far 
made by Congress to purchase land 
for park purposes. was in 1916, 
when. $50,000 was appropriated to 
supplement $20,000 subscribed 
thréugh the National Geographic 
Society to purchase an important 
stand of trees in the giant forest of 
Sequoia Park. 


In the last twelve years large 
tracts of land have been bought with 
private contributions and turned 
over to the National Park Service. 
Mr. MATHER himself raised $150,000 
to acquire stands of trees-in Sequoia 
Park. It is one thing to declare by 
act of Congress an extensive terri- 
tory as a national park when it be- 
‘ongs to the Goverament, but quite 
another to give the name of a na- 
tional park to land donated for the 
purpose and land privately owned. 
In the latter case it may be said that 
the expectation is that all the terri- 
tory will ultimately be acquired for 
park purposes. The Yosemite Valley 
was discovered in 1851, it passed to 
California by act of Congress in 
1864, and in 1900 the national park 
was created by Congress, California 
ceding the valley back to the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Unfortunately, in the Yosemite 
National Park much land,” says Mr. 
MATHER, “was in private owner- 
ship.” Congress did authorize the 
making of timber exchanges be- 
tween the Park Service and individ- 
ual proprietors. The Yosemite Lum- 
ber Company, owning a majority of 
the holdings, has “ cooperated heart- 
ily in these exchanges,” giving fine 
forest land along roadways for sim- 
ilar land in isolated districts which 
visitors seldom or never see. But 
this policy, after all, is a poor one. 
Splendid stands of timber have been 
cut down, leaving a scene of desola- 
tion in their place. With the forests 
not exchanged the lumber companies 
could do what they chose. But it is 
of good omen that in one beautiful 
section they agreed in 1927 to do no 
more logging for a year. “ These pri- 
vate holdings,” according to the Di- 
rector, “can be. bought,” and ap- 
parently they must be if the cam- 
paign of conservation is to be won. 

If we bear in mind that it is now 
the policy of Congress not to vote 
money for the purchase of national 
park lands, there are: two alterna- 
tives: the State of California, may 
acquire the Yosemite private hold- 
ings to protect irrigation projects, 
or the purchase must be made with 
private contributions. The logic 
seems. to be against continuing ex- 
changes, though Secretary CoLBy of 
the Sierra Club proposes that lands 
within the borders of the adjacent 
Stanislas National Forest might. be 
accepted by Yosemite proprietors in 
return for land they would be will- 
ing to part: with.

But Court..Refuses.to Order 
Testimony Taken Before 
Pending Divorce Trial. 


HIS CHARGES REVEALED 


He Accuses Her of Demanding. 
$10,000,000 to Bear a Child 
-—Says She Was Cruel. 


Sebastian S. Kresge, chain store 
head, who has a divorce suit against 
Mrs. Doris M. Kresge pending in 
Michigan, although she got. an inter- 
e | locutory divorce decree from him 
here in February, which will become 
t| final in a month, alleges in the Mich- 
igan case that one of a number of 
acts of cruelty by his wife was to 
demand $10,000,000 to bear a child 
by him. 

The allegation was disclosed in the 
Supreme.Court yesterday when the 
pleadings in the Michigan suit were 
filed after Justice Mahoney had de- 
nied a motion by counsel for Mrs.

The Rediscount Rate. 

Money market conditions strength- 
ened the belief -in financial circles 
yesterday that events are’ shaping 
themselves toward an advance in the 
Vederal Reserve Bank’s rediscount 
rate,.

as High as 50 Per Cent. 


LARGER DEPOSIT DEMANDED 


Most Houses Are Asking at’ Least 
$1,000-—-Banks Lending Less 
on. Collateral. 


A. general tightening up of margin, 
ranging from. 10 to as much as 25 
per cent. is. under way by many 
large Stock Exchange houses. In 
addition, most of them have ordered 
customers’ men to open -no addi- 
tional margin accounts on an initial 
deposit of less than $1,000. The aver- 
age margin for Stock Exchange 
houses is probably about 25 per cent. 
at present. In many cases it is 
considerably higher, running well. up 
toward 50 per cent. In a few cases 
it gets down lower than the 25 per 
cent., in the case of favored cus- 
tomers. 

There is no particular rule as to 
the amount of margin which. the 
broker shall demand, but most of 


“|| them have tightened up since the 


advent of the wide markets and 
4,000,000 share days.

ATLANTA, Ga., April  17.—The: 
steady upward drive of Coca-Cola. 


shares on the New York Stock Ex- 
change during the last two ‘weeks, 
when ‘this stock reached a new. high 
record, was followed today in. At- 
lanta by the publication of a letter 
fromthe President of the Trust 
Company of Georgia asking share- 
holders to join with a group of At- 
lantans and offer their stock for sale 
in a block. 

Immediately following this letter 
Lindsey Hopkins, Atlanta banker and 
a member of the firm of Danforth & 
Marshall, New York Stock Exchange 
members, charged that a movement 
‘was proceeding from the inside’ to 
deflate the stock. 

Declaring that his request for the 
mames and addresses of the stock- 
holders, ‘‘in order that he might 
communicate to’ them certain infor- 
mation demonstrating the actual and 
prospective value of Coca-Cola stock,”’ 
had been refused by the’ officers of 
the company, Mr. Hopkins made his 
statement through the press. 

“T note that the statement. mailed
